Synchronized Swim Clinic Will Provide 


U of A Pool-May 11-12-13 Sports Clinics 


The second annual Synchronized 
Swimming Clinic will be held at the 
University of Alberta Swimming 
Pool, May 11-12-13. Once again this 
clinic is being sponsored by the 
Recreation and Cultural Develop¬ 
ment Branch in co-operation with 
the Alberta Synchronized Swim¬ 
ming Association. 

The clinic will be divided into 
Beginning and Intermediate classes. 
It is hoped that those attending last 
year’s clinic will register for the 
Intermediate session and in turn 
bring another person to be regis¬ 
tered in the Beginning session. The 
content of the clinic will be much 
the same as last year’s program 
with advanced work for the Inter¬ 
mediate group. 

The second half of the swimming 
programs to be presented in May 
will be the First Annual Competi¬ 
tive Swim Clinic sponsored by this 
branch in co-operation with the 


Alberta Amateur Swimming Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The highlight of the program 
will be instruction by Mr. Howard 
Firby, leading swimming coach for 
the province of British Columbia. 
Assisting Mr. Firby will be Coach 
Murray Smith, head coach of the 
University of Alberta swim team, 
and Mr. Stan Siwik, leading swim¬ 
ming coach of Lethbridge. 

The content of the Competitive 
Swim Clinic will be lectures on 
Pre-Swim Conditions and Training 
Methods; Introduction to Physical 
Principles Involved in Swimming; 
Organization of Swim Meets; and 
Demonstration of Water Polo. 

Mr. Howard Firby will specialize 
in the mechanics of breast, butter¬ 
fly, back crawl and crawl. 

The time for the clinic is not yet 
set but will be staged during the 
early part of May.

University of Alberta Instructors 


Will Direct Swim 

The Recreation and Cultural De¬ 
velopment Branch in co-operation 
with the Division of Sanitary En¬ 
gineering, the School of Physical 
Education, University of Alberta, 
and the Red Cross Water Safety 
Division are sponsoring three Swim¬ 
ming Pool Operators’ Courses dur¬ 
ing the month of May. 

The course is designed for all 
persons interested in the operation, 
administration and maintenance of 
swimming pools. In addition to pool 
employees, town council members, 
town foremen, secretary-treasurers 
and recreation directors whose re¬ 
sponsibilities require a current 
knowledge and understanding of 
pool operation and maintenance, 
will find the course beneficial. 

The program content will include 
such important areas as Swimming 
Pool Sanitation; Types and Opera-

tion of Filters; Bacteriology and 
Algae Control; Equipment Main¬ 
tenance and Swimming Pool Equip¬ 
ment. 

Coach Murray Smith of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta will discuss such 
topics as Swimming Pool Manage¬ 
ment and Program. Mr. A. Gilmet 
of the Red Cross will also have a 
session on Water safety. 

At the present time dates for the 
Pool Operators’ Course are not yet 
confirmed, but it is expected that 
the course will be held in early May. 

It is hoped that as many Pool 
Operators and others concerned 
with Swimming Pool Management 
and Operation will be able to attend 
this course. 

The three Swimming Pool Oper¬ 
ators’ Courses are to be held in 
Edmonton, Calgary and Lethbridge.
